Tai lives in Viet 
Nam. He is eleven years old. 

Tai lives with his mother, stepfather, grand- 
mother, two half-sisters and one brother. Tai's 
mother and grandmother sell boiled sweet potatoes 
around their hamlet for income. His brother, Nang, 
is nine. Lieu, three, and Hong, two years of age, 
stay at home. Tai's stepfather, serving in the Army, 
is stationed thirty kilometers from Saigon. He man- 
ages to visit the family once or twice a month. He 
does not help Tai's mother financially. 

Tai attends a private primary school. He is a 
good student, ranking in the top tenth of his class of 
sixty students. Our school receives a personal letter 
from Tai every month. 

Each Walkersville High School student's pennies 
and nickels help provide an education for Tai and his 
brother. This money also helps Tai's family since 
their daily income is not sufficient to meet their 
needs.
